ualties, if any,

hurricane

were told they m ust pay $60,000 
for his return. A ltho ugh unable 
to pro duce tha t m uch, they did 
ro t tell police abo ut the k id nap ­ 
ing, fearing fo r the boy’s safety. 
Today, w hile denying he had 
paid the k idnapers, the fa the r 
appeared co nfident tha t his son 
would be returned. In the 
last 
24 ho urs, he has left his ho m e 
several tim es on m ysterio us e r­ 
rands. 
R aneri is carrying 
on 
the 
search fo r his son virtually alone 
because, autho rities said, he per- 
sits in silence abo ut details *of 
the k idnaping, fo r his own reas­ 
ons.

building 
o n Main 
street, where with his two sons 
Hugh and Louis, they conduct, 
under the sty le and title o f -The 


specialist like 
some of 
his 
n/eighbors, he turned seriously 
to the task of study ing 
this 
leading Hoosier crop. 
With 
a 
start of well-bred, high-produc­ 
ing corn, the addition of 
the 
right ferlilizer to his black soil, 
and the use of sweet clover 
in 
rotation he was soon oroducing 
y ields that made him a constant 
threat in the State 
Five-Acre 
Corn Contest, with official y ields 
ranging from 111 to 125 bushels 
per acre during the last 
three 
y ears. However, like all lovers of 
corn, he was not content with 
y ields alone, but took up the fin­ 
er study of improving his ty pe 
and developing a seed-corn bus­ 
iness. Naturally this called for 
equipment for properly storing 
and dry ing his corn. But here a 
stumbling block developed m his 
plans that might have stopped 
a less determined individual. His 
landlord’s interest in com, hogs, 
and cattle did not carry over to 
the seed corn business, and no 
properly constructed seed house 
was available. 
These stumbling blocks some­ 
times inspire determination and 
such was the case with MofFitt. 
He took stock of the farm build­ 
ings and decided that some .of 
his machinery could be stored in 
the barn and tHat less space was 
needed for his hogs. Combining 
two buildings that were 
thus 
made available, adding a con­ 
crete floor and walls, battening 


the cracks, and 
making 
the 
building rat proof soon 
made 
a place that would store 500 bu­ 
shels of seed corn. The addition 
of several windows cared for the 
necessary light and ventilation, 
and an old stove surrounded by 
sheet metal provided 
enough 
heat to properly dry corn 
and 
prevent freezing. Wire racks sus­ 
pended from 
the 
reinforced 
crossbeams offered ideal means 
of storage, for no 
two 
ears 
touched and air circulation was 
ex cellent. And so an inex pensive 
home-made seed house was de­ 
veloped. 
More than ordinary care must 
be ex ercised in producing a crop 
of corn th at is primarily intend­ 
ed for seed purposes. The sweet 
clover provided the organic m at­ 
ter and a part of the nitrogen 
j needed by the corn crop, 
but 
I Mr. Moffitt took no chances of 
his corn starving for lack 
of 
plant food. Liberal fertilization 
ranging from 200 to 400 pounds 
per acre of 0-10-10 were broad­ 
cast before seeding, 
and 
100 
pounds of 2-12-6 were applied in 
the row at planting time, while 
adequate cultivation was given 
during the growing season. 
The real burden for the seed- 
corn producer came with 
the 
harvesting of the 
seed 
crop. 
Shouldering a grain bag, 
Mr. 
Moffitt spent day s in his fields 
when the corn was properly m a­ 
tured, but before it had 
been 
frosted, gathering 
the 
proper 


right 
ty pe of ears from the 
kind of stalks. 
No seed-corn man spends val­ 
uable time during the fall and 
winter in gathering, dry ing, and 
selecting his corn without fear­ 
ing that it may not sell and his 
time will have been wasted. How­ 
ever, application for seed certi­ 
fication in 1925 resulted in the 
stamp of approval by the 
In- 
| diana Com Grovrers Association, 
I and Moffitt’s name was added to 
the list of certified seed growers. 
This step increased the sale of 
his seed corn, and gave him en­ 
couragement in this new under­ 
taking. Since that y ear 
Mr. 
Moffitt has been a regular appli­ 
cant for seed certification, and 
his seed house has been entire­ 
ly emptied annually long before 
planting season. 
Since launching his seed corn 
business Mr. Moffitt has 
con­ 
sistently showed corn at the lo­ 
cal, state, 
and 
International 
sl'ows. In 1926 his 10 ear sample 
of Reid’s Yellow Dent 
placed 
third in its section, and in 1927 
his ex hibit was among the best. 
Finally in 1928 came the honor 
that every Hoosier corn 
man 
craves—the distinction of win­ 
ning the Indiana Corn Show in 
the warmest kind of 
competi­ 
tion. And so the name of Moffitt 
has been added to the growing 
list of Indiana corn luminaries, 
and as rapid a rise to fame as 
has ever occurred 
in 
Hoosier 
Corn-land is here recorded.
